10-3-505(5)9 MCA; 


(g) submit a negotiated settlement 
under section 39-31-305(3)>s MCA; 
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{h) declare or terminate an energy 
emergency under section 90-4-3105 MCA; 


(i) ratify or propose amendments to 
the United States Constitution; and 


(j) direct changes to,» repeale or 
direct adoption of a rule in the Montana 
Administrative Codes Except as other- 
wise provided in these rules or the Con-

ARTICLE I 
COMPACT WITH THE UNITED STATES 


All provisions of the enabling act of 
Congress (approved February 22, 1889, 25

ary 229 1889, including the agreement 
and declaration that al1l lands owned or 
held by any Indian or Indian tribes 
shall remain under the absolute juris- 
diction and control of the congress of 
the United States» continue in full 
force and effect until revoked by the
